I have mentioned an anticipation of 


Edison's 
phonograph. His kinetoscopp, 


or vitaseopp, svas not only t'orpsppn by 
Oeorgp On Manner, eight years iu ad- 
vance of its actual date, hut that art- 
ist predieled that that wizard would 
invent a machine which would do for 
light waves what the- phonograph did 
for sound was-cs. 
His prophecy ap- 


peared in "Punch's Almanac for 187(1." 
In 1800 Edison described the new inven- 
tion on which he had heen at work sinca 
1RS7: 


"My intention is to have such a happy 


combination of electricity and photog- 
raphy that a man can sit in hih osvn par- 
lor and see reproduced on a screen the 
forms of the players in an opera pjrodne- 
ed on a distant stage, and as he seen their 
movementx, he will hear the '•ound of 
their voices as they talk or sing or laugh. 
When the machine is perfected, which it 
svill be. long before it can he exhibited at 
the Chicago fair, each little muscle of the 
singer's tape will be sppn to work, his 
facial expression, with its every change, 
will be exactly 
reproduced, 
and the 


stride and positions will be natural nnd 
will vary as do those of the person him- 
self. That is only part of what the ma- 
chine, will do. To the sporting fraternity 
I pan say that before long it will be pos- 
sible to apply this system to prize fights 
and boxing exhibitions. The whole scene 
with the commonls'of the spectators, tho 
talk of the seconds, the, noise of tho 
blows, and so on, svill be faithfully trans- 
ferred."—From the, Era.
